O’Rear Gives Bookmobile to Morgan 


Mrs. Barry Bingham of Louis¬ 
ville, chairman of the Kentucky 
Bookmobile Project, announced 
last week that 'he Robinson 
Mountain Fund administered by 
Judge Edward C. O'Rear of Ver¬ 
sailles, has contributed $3,000 to

Morgan county. 

Judge O’Rear, who started his 
law career in Morgan county, Is 
the lifetime chairman of the board 
of trustees of the Robinson Moun¬ 
tain Fund, an endowment es¬ 
tablished by the late E. O. 
Robinson, a wealthy Cincinnati 
lumberman who died in 1934. 
The fund was set up to" aid 
mountain institutions and educa¬ 
tional efforts. 

Robinson, hke Judge O’Rear, 
had come from Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky. It was natural therefore 
that when Robinson decided back 
in 1922 to plow back the benefits 
of his wealth to the very people 
who had helped him earn it, he 
called in his friend for advice. 
Together, they worked out a plan, 
and Robinson put up $200,000 as 
a starter. At his death, the fund 
was increased, and in 1951 when 
his widow died, her part of the 
estate was added. Today, thanks 
to these additions and a steady 
yield from investments made by 
the trustees, the fund has grown 
to $2,500,000. Part of the fund 
was used to purchase the Quick¬ 
sand Experiment Station in 
Breathitt county which was do¬ 
nated to the University to use in 
developing better, agricultural 
methods for mountain counties. 

The trustees have aided many 
schools, settlements and educa¬ 
tional efforts in mountain coun¬ 
ties in the past. Judge O’Rear's 
fond memories of Morgan in the 
1880's and 90’s when he studied 
law and then practiced here, and 
his admiration for stable quali-

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GIFT OF A BOOKMOBILE 

Gift of a Bookmobile to Morgan county by 
the Kooinson Mountain Fund administered by 
Judge Edward C. O’Rear is a noteworthy gesture 
of goodwill to Morgan county and her people by 
a former resident. 

Judge O’Rear spent a part of his youth and 
early adult life in Morgan. He came here in 
1880 from his home at Camargo as a printer on 
the Licking Valley Scortcher owned by Col. John 
Tom Hazelrigg, but remained to study law under 
and practice with Col. Hazelrigg. During that 
time he took an active and leading part in the 
affairs of the county: from practicing in squires 
courts to pleading cases in other counties. He 
rose to become one of Kentucky’s most brilliant 
and successful lawyers and a Judge of the Court 
of Appeals. Throughout all the years, however, 
he has kept in touch with “the Morgan county 
people” he admires and loves so much. 

Judge O’Rear helped his close friend, E. O. 
Robinson of Cincinnati, who too came from the 
mountains, to set up the Robinson Mountain 
Fund in 1922, and has served as chairman of the 
fund’s board of trustees since then. The fund 
has helped many worthy institutions and pro¬ 
grams in mountain counties. 

Establishment of a bookmobile service for 
rural Morgan countians is a worthwhile project, 
one that can provide immeasurable benefits to 
rural residents, now without any library service. 

Judge O’Rear in his long and eloquent career 
has never failed to eulogize the thrifty, solid 
qualities of mountain people, and especially the 
“society of good men and women called Morgan 
county people,” as he wrote in his memoirs of 
Morgan in the 1880's and 90’s, carried in the 
Courier in October of 1951. 

This gift, made upon his recommendation, 
is further proof of his admiration for and ap¬ 
preciation of “Morgan county people.” 


JWHY WE OPPOSE McCARTIIYISM 

Some people who have not learned all the 
facts have wondered why this paper has con¬ 
sistently opposed McCarthyism. 

It’s true this paper was one of the first in 
Kentucky to oppose Senator McCarthy’s tactics 
now known as McCarthyism. 

This paper has not opposed Senator Mc¬ 
Carthy because of his opposition to Communists 
but because of his attacks on good Americans, 
his un-American methods of conducting inqui¬ 
sitions, witch hunts and smear campaigns against 
persons who do not think as he does or as he 
would like them to think. 

For if McCarthy were aiding in the fight 
against Communism, all good Americans would 
be supporting him. However, he has not yet 
brought to conviction a single Communist, this 
despite the fact Congress has appropriated his 
committee several hundred thousand dollars in 


a two-year period. Rather, he has created dis¬ 
unity, distrust and discord in government. 

And McCarthy has attacked many good 
patriotic Americans with smear campaigns, glar¬ 
ing but unsubstantiated charges of Communist 
^sympathy or activity, and the like. One has only 
tL remember his smear campaigns against Sen- 
atyr Millard Tydings in Maryland and Senator 
Be! iton in Connecticut, the methods used in 
“doctoring" a photo to show Tydings with Earl 
Browoter, west coast Communist; his tirade 
againstX General George C. Marshall, against 
President. Eisenhower's appointee, Mr. 3ohlen, 
ambassador to Russia; against Maj. General 
Zwicker and many others. These are only some 
of the moreyioted Americans he has smeared or 
attempted to Simear. There are scores, yes, hun¬ 
dreds of lesser known Americans he has smeared, 
seldom giving tf^em the opportunity of rebuttal, 
and in many craes never permitting them to 
testify before his (committee to demonstrate their 
loyalty. \ 

His one-man, closed door hearings frequent¬ 
ly resulted in glaring headlines and television 
accounts of his own version of the investigation. 
Repeatedly he has bedn charged with giving out 
only that part of the\ testimony obtained in a 
hearing that he wanteeb the public to hear. 

A one-man committee that sets as judge, 
prosecutor and jury ancl denies the defendant 
rebuttal or aid of counsel is dangerously un- 
American and fraught w.\ith the gravest perils 
in a democracy. Especially so, when these meth¬ 
ods are used against peopled the committee chair¬ 
man dislikes. \ 

Moreover, we realize thit Communism is not 
an issue in America. Americans are avowedly 
against Communism; we da^e say 99.44 percent 
of them are anti-Communist., Thus, Communism 
cannot be an issue in America where everyone 
is against Communism. V 

The only problem is to Iguard against in¬ 
filtration of Communist agentk into vital posts 
and plants. McCarthy very alearly cannot do 
this adequately, for he has nfct yet brought a 
single Communist to conviction j despite the furor 
he has created and the time ar^d money he has 
spent. Far, it should be plain to any thinking 
person, that one does not catth foreign agents 
in front of television caiiit.os. 

More properly, the five Sleuthing agencies 
of the Federal government are :he ones to guard 
against infiltration. If it is thought necessary 
that Congress or the President should take a 
hand in filtering out security risks, a competent 
committee composed of high-type citizens should 
be appointed to do the job and they should estab¬ 
lish rules of inquiry that follow basic American 
court procedure. This would bring such inqur- 
ies and investigations to a high level of honesty 
and decorum and thus would create support and 
respect for the investigations rather than dis¬ 
trust and discord in our government

She wrote her father re¬ 
cently, describing their location 
in England, .and we are printing 
parts of her letter here— 

Raynham Hall, Kent Wing 
Fakenham, Norfolk, England 

"Well, I’ve been in Jolly Old 
England almost two weeks now 
and I’m impressed with the “old 
world” charm but not the back¬ 
wardness of the country. So far i 
all the Englishmen I have met j 
have been quite charming and | 
very friendly. 

“I will now try to describe our 
home—>t i« real hard to do be¬ 
cause I can’t find my way I 
around real well yet. We live in 1 
Lord and Lady Townsend’s estate ! 
called Raynham Hall. It is an 1 
old Sixteenth century estate and 
has been in the family for all 
these years. The Lord and Lady 
make their home here when they 
aren't vacationing on the Rivira 
and Switzerland The Townsends 
live in the main hall with their | 
125 rooms and we live in the i 
wing with seven other officers’ I 
families. We have an eight-room | 
apartment and the other families 
have large apartments and there 
! are still all sorts of huge rooms 
vacant. 

"The Townsend estate consists 
i of about 20 square miles and four 
villages. There is a beautiful old I 
church on the estate too They j 
! sell picture postcards of the es¬ 
tate and when I get a chance 11 
| will send some. 

“There are many good old items 
[ of furniture in our apartment. | 

! The people over here think re- 
I frigerators are sheer extrava¬ 
gance. Thy build a little room off 
the kitchen with an outside vent 
which they call a call a larder 
and that is where they keep milk, 
meat, etc. Their “modern" ranges 
look like our of the turn of the 
century models. So does their 
plumbing. You would have to 
see it to believe it. 

“Contrary to what I thought 
before coming over here—items 
on the English market are much 
I cheaper than at home, with the 
exception of American made it- | 
ems. The boys were a riot with 
| their English money. Wo have all 
about mastered it now. You see, ] 
we have to use American scrip; 
on the base and English money 
elsewhere. The scrip is all paper, j 
the 5c. 10c, 25c, 50c and $1.00 arc I 
all the same size, and you really 
have to look twice. Our milk, i 
bread, fruit and vegetables arc 
bought with English money and [ 
a shilling (14o buys more than 
50c sometimes there. The really 
I only expensive thing we pay with l 
English money is rent. 

"We still haven't gotten our 
car, and our furniture has been 
in Liverpool over two weeks but 
they haven’t delivered it yet. 

“They send a cab for the boys 
to go to school and send them 
home in a cab. The government j 
pays for it. The boys feel quite 
ritzy tho. They like the school 
fine and knew almost all the kids 
attending there. 

“Bonnie took us to King Lynn, 
the only town of any size near j 
us. They have real narrow streets 
and the pedestrians have the right 
of way so they walk arm and arm 
right in the middle of the street. 
Mom would really like this place. 
They have stores and more stores 
of china, crystal, etc. and is really 
beautiful and priced at about a 
third of what we would pay 
there. They have “silversmiths" 
where all the beautiful old silver 
is sold, even diamonds, etc. are | 
much cheaper here. They have 
such a variety of watches that I 
we haven't made up our mind I 
what to buy you yet. 

“Last night we were all invited | 
over in the main hall for cock- j 
tails and movies. Daddy, I’ve j 
never seen such grandeur even j 
in movies. First we entered what I 
they call the Marble hall which 
has the most gorgeous furnish- j 
ings; the crystal chandaliers were 
out of this world. It really looked ] 
like a museum. They-had the j 
busts of all the ancestors on 
stands around the hall and all 
those huge inlaid tables and cabi¬ 
nets. Then we went to the guest 
book which has Queen Elizabeth, 
Queen Mary, King George, etc 
all signed at Christmastime. It 
seems as though every year dur¬ 
ing the holidays season that the 
Royal family visit the Townsends. 

“The drawing room and the 
ballroom were just as impressive 
with with all the paintings of ail 
the ancestors right on down to 
the Townsend’s youngest son, 
Viscount Charles, age 9. The 
paintings were all life size and 
shown up by indirect lighting. 
The grand piano was big enough 
to dance on. They had three oth¬ 
er couples an us. The children 
all had gingerale in fancy crystal 
with the family crest engraved on 
it. Thcy »»#♦/%*■ 

net of royal family china, silver, 
etc. I just can’t begin to tell you 
of the elegance of it all. Once 
during the evening Jitter whis¬ 
pered to me, “Mother, they would 
never believe this back home.” 

“I understand they don't en¬ 
tertain many of the tenants in the 
main hall. I don’t know how we 
rated except Mac must have made 
an awful good impression. He 
calls them by their first names. 
Elizabeth and George, but I just 
can't yet. They are about mine 
and Mac's ages. She is very beau¬ 
tiful and real sweet. He is about 
6 feet 6 inche*. tall and is blond 
They don’t look like I expected 
English gentry to look. 

“They have lots of riding horses 
and huge stables. Lord T. said 


the boys could ride at any time, 
so they are go^pg to start riding 
lessons as soon as our car ar¬ 
rives so 1 can take them to the 
Academy. , 

Lady T told me last night tha' 
if at any time 1 had guests from 
the States they would expect 
them to use some of her guest 
rooms. You should see them 
they have huge canopied beds 
about 9 feet square and the chests 
and dressers are emmense. They 
must have at least 35 or 40 of 
these guest rooms. I can’t under¬ 
stand why they don’t call this a 
castle or palace. Lord T. is eighth 
in line for throne The Town¬ 
sends seem to really like Ameri¬ 
cans, which makes it very pleas¬ 
ant indeed. 

Then we met another family 
who aren’t peerage but he a Gen¬ 
tleman Farmer. They are more 
Americanized because he goes 
there often and gets ideas for 
modernizing his farms. They have 
invited Pat and Jitter over Sat¬ 
urday all day to go all over their 
farm and dc some riding. 

The Townsends nave the one 
son 9, and two daughters who are 
Marquises and their ages are 11 
and 14 Just right for Pat and 
Jitter. Jitter went bike riding 
with the oldest girl yesterday, 
since he didn't know how to ride 
a horse Jitter got so excited that 
he wrecked his bike and cut his 
hand. So don’t be surprised if 
Jitter comes back a Knight. Duke 
or something. 

"Lord Townsend reserves most 
of the estate for wildlife and they 
have big hunts all the time. The 
pheasants run all over the place. 
There are always several in the 
drive when we come through and 
even more rabbits—they cal! them 
Hares. 

Daddy, most of the fences here 
are hedge, even in the big fields 
I don't think there Is a .vooden 
building n all England. The shops 
arc very quaint. Everything is 
separate. There is no such thir.g 
as doing all your shopping in one 
store like our supermarkets. For 
meats you go to an unrefrigerated 
butcher shop. They just hang 
their meat up and that's i*. For 
fruits and vegetables you to t> a 
"Green Grocer" shop. The rest 
of the food is just plain grocer. 
For drugs and drugs only you go 
to "chemist shop” which is simi¬ 
lar to our drug stores only much 
smaller. I was looking for some 
paint the other day and asked for 
a hardware store and they did not 
know what T wanted until Bon¬ 
nie told me that a hard’vate store 
is an “Ironmonger " 

Cars here are really some¬ 
thing—about a hundred different 
varieties, some with 3 wheels. 
The trucks are called lorries. 

The Townsends have a Jaguar 
racing car and a Jaguar family 
car plus a couple of the little 
type.

In poett/ there are two main 
types of rhyme—end rhyme and 
Internal rhyme. End rhyme, of 
course, consists of rhymed words 
which come at the ends of the 
lines in a poem. Internal rhyme 
is the appearance of rhymed 
words inside the lines. End 
rhyme is the most frequently 
used, but internal rhyme when 
well done creates an unparalleled 
musical effect that can be achiev¬ 
ed in no other manner. Poe used 
the device of internal rhvrr>“ 
quite effectively in “The Raven.” 
For example, 

“And the silken, sad, UNCER¬ 
TAIN rustling of each 
purple CURTAIN 

THRILLED me, FILLED me 
with fantastic terrors nev¬ 
er felt before.” 

Now note the musical quality 
that is created by the use of in¬ 
ternal rhyme in the following 
poem by Frances Wells of Can- 
nel City: 

“COME LITTLE ORPHANS” 

My Mother is dead. She has 
gone on ahead 

And wants us to follow her 


I will change my ways, yes 
some of these days. 

I am going to heaven on high. 

I shall go to my Mother, for 
God knows I love her; 

And that’s where I’m going 
to fly. 

My Mother awaits at the big 
pearly gates 

To welcome her children all 
home. 

When night time is falling, I 
I hear her voice calling. 
Come home, my chiiuieu, 
come home.” 

In addition to the effective use 
of internal rhyme, this poem has 
a charming folk-tune quality 
about it that reminds one of the 
precious old ballads sung to gui¬ 
tar music on many Morgan county 
front porches during the long 
summer twilights. Does such 
singing still go on? It used to be 
quite common. Home from the 
fields, supper finished, the last 
sleepy locust singing a welcome 
to the fireflies—then came re¬ 
laxation in that front porch chair, 
a tuning of the guitar, soft music 
and the old ballads of love and 
lite and death, falling gently and 
blending with the music of the 
cricket, the frog and the lone¬ 
some whippoorwill. Have radio 
and television replaced this sim¬ 
ple, pastoral pleasure forever?

BUYING LAMBS 
OR EWES URGED 


Farmers interested, in buying 
sheep this fall must decide wheth¬ 
er to get ewe lambs or yearling 
ewes, suggested County Agent 
Charlie Dixon today. 

He says that yearling orders 
are being taken now by commis¬ 
sion men. He has a quotation 
from a large shipper which would 
provide yearlong ewes for farm¬ 
ers, shipped direct from Mon¬ 
tana, at about $27.00 per head. 
This is a delivered price to the 
nearest railroad station. It in¬ 
cludes $24.25 for the ewe f.o.b. 
in Montana plus a stopover for 
dipping at St. Paul and feed and 
water enroute as well as freight 
charges. It Would be necessary 
to have orders for 230 head to 
get a carload this way. Such ewes 
are the best ewes available. They 
will weigh 105 to 110 pounds 
each and are ready to breed this 
fall. They will raise about one 
and one-half lambs per ewe of 
top quality, if bred to a good ram 
of the right breeding and fed 
well. The woolj will pay the feed 
bill. 

To make the (most of such ewes 
a farmer mi^st provide clean 
housing, adequate feed troughs 
and lambing pens, good alfalfa 
or Korean hay, some small grain 
pasture and watch them closely 
at lambing tirr»e. A phenothiazine 
salt mixture mjust be kept before 
them. I 

Less feed 4nd care is neces¬ 
sary. and experience can be 
gained by buying ewe lambs this 
fall. They would not be bred this 
year. They vfould weigh 65 to 75 
pounds. They would be kept 
through the | winter on pasture 
and hay. Miore lambs would be 
bought than yearling. They would 
cost about $18.00 per head. Next 
spring they would shear enough 
wool to pay the feed bill. The 
extra ones that the farmer does 
not want to keep would be sold 
nxt fall for yearlings at yearling 
prices. 

A farmer jean feel his way into 
sheep raising by this method end 
know more/ about caring for the 
ewes by th/ time he gets ready to

Mr. Dixon would appreciate it 
if farmer! who are interested in 
getting sleep would let him know 
right awlv how many they want 
and whiih kind. Yearlings should 
be bougiit very soon. Ewe lambs 
can be pought in July.
